misgivings, he went down the back 
stairway from tho living rooms and 
peered into the store through a rear 
window. 


SHOCKING DISCOVERY. 


The place was dark 
and young 


Jackson mechanically tried the rear 
door. He found it open and entered 
the room, and upon striking a match 
was horrified and stunned by the 
sight that met his eyes. Prostrate 
on the floor behind the counter he 
found the bodies of his sister 
and 


• Kline, both apparently lifeless and 


weltering in their own blood. Young 
Jackson, dazed by his awful dis- 
covery, ran from the room, up the 
stairs and down again to the street, 
where he met Sargeant Harkenrider, 
to whom he communicated inco- 
herently the facts as he found them. 
The officer accompanied him back 
into the store room, where a hasty 
examination showed that Kline was 
dead and the girl at best was barely 
'alive. Coroner Barnett was hastily 
•ummoned aad Sergeant Pappert and I 
Officer Elliott were dispatched to the] 


disarranged clothing showing that 
she had sacrificed her' life to success- 
fully preserve her chastity, while 
lying across her body was that of 
Kline, his head haying dropped for- 
ward-to a position slightly to the 
right of her shoulder. The surround- 
ings showed that a desperate strug- 
gle had taken place and there was 
left no room for doubt ..of the inten- 
tions of the murderer, although ah 
examination of the body of the givl 
after death by Dr. Barnett showed as 
conclusively that she had succeeded 
in frustrating the lustful designs of 
her assailant. After 
viewing 
the 


bodies the coroner 
ordered the re- 


mains, of Kline taken 
to 
Peltier's 


morgue, while' the unconscious girl 
was removed to Hope hospital, where 
she lingered until shortly after 4 
o'clock this mcrning when the flick- 
ering flame died away and the sec- 
ond victim of the passion of a night 
was added to the ghastly roll. 


PROBABLE TIME OP TRAGEDY, 
The discovery of the 
bodies was 


made about 11:35 and in the case of 
Kline rigor mortis was already com- 
plete, indicating that he had been 
dead more than 
two hours, which 


would bring the shooting to about 
the hour of 9. Three shots were 
fired, but no one in the neighborhood, 
neither the Jackson family upstairs, 
heard them. The probabilities are 
that when the girl resisted Kline:s 
importunities iie attempted 
to in- 


timidate her, probably engaged her 
physically and perhaps 
she broke 


away from him and it was at this 
time that the first shot was fired. 
This took effect in the left side of 
the girl's face right under the cheek 
bone, the bullet ranging back and 
downward, passing between the jaws 
and lodging in the back of the neck 
on about a level with the shoulders. 
Then, the presumption is, Kline 
seized the girl the second time.aad 
threw her upon ifta improvised bed 
and during the struggle following he 
placed the muzzle against the side of 
the girl's head and fired the secon-i 
shot. 


SECOND SHOi xiRED CLOSE. 
In the case of the first wound there 


were no powder marks, but in the 
second instance the hair 
and flesh 


•were burned by the explosion. Tho 
girl then evidently dropped back into 
the position in which she wns found 
and ceased her struggles and Klins 
realizing wh.it he had done, in his 
frenzy placed the revolver to his ovm 
head and launched his own soul into 
eternity. The second shot took effect 
in the girl's head a short distance 
above the ear, while that which ended

But one applicant did not end it, and 
Mr. Barton has been simply swarmed 
beneath .the load of letters'received 
from. those willing to become Mrs. 
Obediah Barton. 
According to Mr. 


Barton's count precisely forty replies 
have been received by him to date, 
but he is yet true to the first appli- 
cant, who is from Tort Wayne, and 
thirty-nine others are still waiting 
for replies to their 
missives, Mr.

in St. Joseph township and one of 
the best known residents of Allen 
county, died at 9 o'clock Friday even- 
ing from Bright's disease, at 'the ad- 
vanced age of seventy-nine years.

MES. HUNT'S ADDRESS. 


Mrs. Hunt said in part: 
"The thralldom of alcoholism can 


be overthrown only by making the 
masses intelligent in regard to the 
true naturo of alcohol and its conse- 
quent effects upon the human sys- 
tem. 
This requires, first, thorough 


scientific investigation of the alcohol 
problem, 
and, second, the widest 


diffusion of truths thus learned. 


"The people of the United States, 


believing that such diffusion could 
best be effected through public school 
instruction, 
secured between 
the 


years 1882-1903 the passage of state 
and national laws by which the study 
of physiology and hygiene, including 
special instruction as to the nature 
and effects' of alcoholic drinks and 
other narcotics, became mandatory 
for all pupils in all schools of the 
republic. 


"Temperance physiology has thus 


been very generally taught for ten 
or fifteen years, and it is significant 
that during this time the rate of in- 
crease in the per capita consumption 
of alcoholic liquors has diminished 
materially; also, that there has been

Commission That Came Over 


Makes a Report on the 


Result of Inquiry, 


London, April 18.—The report of the j 


commission of British workingrnen 
who were taken to the United States 
at the end of last year by Alfred Mose- 
ley, a wealthy Englishman, to study 
conditions of labor there, was issued 
yesterday. It presents the views of 
twenty-three delegates, who separately 
synopsize their deduction.! lesu 
from the American trip. The report 
shows a lack of unanimity except that 
all agree that the British workman 
has nothing to learn from the Ameri- 
can workman, while British employers 
are not so far advanced as the Ameri 
cans in the treatment of their em- 
ployes. 


Mr. Moseley says that the American 


workman has a far better education, 
.i'is infinitely better paid, housed, fed 
and clothed, and, moreover, much 
more sober." 


"If wo are to hold our own in the 


commerce of the world," says Mr. 
Moseley in conclusion, "the old meth- 
ods must be dropped and the old ma- 
chinery abandoned." 


PROFIT-SHARING A SOLUTION. 
He believes that some form of profit- 


sharing is the true solution of the capi- 
tal and labor question. He welcomes 
the1 trusts as best able to compete on 
the most economical lines. He says 
hat the organization of capital on the 
no hand and of labor on the other 
vill solve the Industrial problem.

production, though tho consensus of 
opinion is largely in favor o£ America,

very attractive thing. One may pass 
it casually in the museum without 
seeing any reason to take particular 
interest in the greenish or brownish- 
black masses that cluster together 
like grapes. 
But some of the most 


fascinating speculations that have 
lately been made in physical labora- 
tories invest pitch-blende with tre- 
mendous interest, as the sources of 
a my»terious form of energy that 
transcends all our ideas on the sub- 
ject and may possibly point the way 
to A new source of power that will 
revolutionize our industries. 


The remarkable discovery of Sir 


William Crookas, whereby the "ions," 
or atomic emanations from radium, 
have been rendered visible, will re- 
new and deepen interest in this mys- 
teriout source of energy, says 
the 


London Mail. It is now established, 
according to Prof. Llppmann, of the 
Sorbonne—who 
carries 
as much 


•weight in France as Lord Kelvin or 
lord Bayleigh in this country—that 
radium, one of the most recently dis- 
covered elements, has the power of 
continually generating heat without 
the aid of any external source of 
energy. 
Every one, whether scien- 


tifically minded or not, will see the

all one had to do was to buy a suffi- 
ciently-large piece of radium and put 
it in the fireplace once for all! 


At present that is not a practical 


possibility. Even if the heat given 
out by radium were sufficient for a 
room, only the millionaire could hope 
to warm himself by its rays. Uran- 
ium, the metal of which pitch-blende 
is the chief ore, costs something like 
£2,400 a ton, and it is only possible 
to extract a small quantity of radium 
from a large quantity of uranium— 
with which it is usually intermingled 
—by a laborious and costly process. 
In the meantime we must be content 
to stick to coal. Besides, the phe- 
nomenon of which Prof. Lippmann 
speaks occurs at present only on a 
very tiny cale, and to ask for serious 
aid from it in the business of life 
would be as unreasonable as to ex 
pect Sir "William Crookes' ingenious 
radiometer, which may be seen in 
chemists' windows spinning its littl 


hey throw on the problems of physi- 
cal science. It is quite possible that, 
ike their immediate 
predecessors, 


he Rontgen rays and the Hertz 
waves, these Becquerel rays may also 
>e pressed into the service of man- 
kind. And it is worth while to in- 
quire into their nature and probable 
significance. 


Many years ago it was noticed 


;hat a coin or a sheet of print, if shut 
up in a dark box at close quarters, 
though not in actual contact, with a 
sheet of blank paper, would after 
many days be found to have im- 
pressed on it a faint image of itself. 
Some people attributed these mark- 
ings to superhuman agencies, anc 
called them "spirit photographs.' 
Seguin, who hit on the true explana- 
tion more by. good luck than goot 
guidance, was laughed at when he 
suggested the comparatively prosal 
theory that the coin or the printing 
ink must be continually giving off 
a stream of tiny particles, which in 
time produced an impression on th 
paper that they were bombarding. 


For long the question fell int 


abeyance, though we now see that i 
contained the germs of a very re 


markable discovery. 
That was 
re- ] 


erved for M. Henri Becquerel. 
In 


896 he was carrying out some ex- 
eriments with the salts of uranium, 
which were noted for their singular 
ptical properties. They are chiefly 
tnown to ordinary 
people by the 


beautiful 
and 
golden "uranium 


glass/' which is used in porcelain 
minting-. As so often happens to 
scientific investigators, M. Becquerel 
was rewarded for his labor by the 
discovery of a now set of facts of 
which he had no suspicion; like Saul, 


went to look for his fathers asses 


and found a kingdom. 


He observed that these uranium 


salts emitted an invisible radiation, 
which—like the 
newly 
discovered 


Rontgen rays—traversed metals and 
other bodies impervious to ordinary 
light, and left an impression on a 
photographic plate. Thus, a crysta 
of any uranium salt was placed in 
side a darkened cardboard box along 
with an ordinary photographic plati 
in its closed slide. It was then foun( 
that the rays given out by the crys 
tal, although invisible to the eye 
stamped themselves on the plate. I 
an object, such as a copper cross, wa 
interposed between the crystal ani 
the plate its image was photographei 
in shadow, very much like the Roni 
gen "skiagraph." 


The curious thing is that there i 


o apparent need 
of an exciting 


ause for these rays. They go on 
continuously and they do not seem 
to be affected by any treatment, such 
s heating or electrification, to which 
he emitting crystal is submitted, 
u all other cases of the kind, such 
as the familiar one of the Kontgen 
•ays, it is 
necessary 
to supply 


nergy from outside in order to excite 
:he vacuum tube aud start the radia- 
ion. Indeed, it is a fundamental 
doctrine of modern science that no 
work can be done without the ex- 
lenditure of an equal amount of 
energy; nothing for nothing, as they 
say, and very little 
for sixpence. 


The cornerstone of our physics is the 
theory of the conservation of energy 
—the negation, so to speak, of the 
possibility of perpetual motion. Bu1 
M. Becquerel's discovery, with the 
extensions made by M. and Mme 
Curio and other workers in this field 
causes us to ask, with some search 
ings of heart, how it is to be recon 
ciled with the conservation of energy 


Research has shown that the ra 


diant phenomena discovered by 
Becquerel 
are 
characteristic of 


small group of new elements, founc 
in close association with uranium 
but probably also widely distribute- 
in small 
quantities 
through th 


world of nature, of which the mos 


ctive has been christened radium, j 
his element has the extraordinary 
roperty of continually emitting a 
tream of material particles, which 
eems to go on forever without di- 
minution or change. 


The proof that these "Becquerel 
ays" do consist of a stream of such 
^articles, and not mere vibrations 
ik« those of light or the Marconi- 
gram, is that if they are allowed to 
:all upon an electrical body they dis- 
:harge it just as a jet of water would 
do, and now Sir W. Crookes' discov- 
:ry has proved the matter beyond • 
doubt. 
Obviously the piece of ra- 


dium, which is constantly emitting 
such a stream of particles, is doing 
work all the time, just like a fire 
engine while it plays. The emitted 
stream is also capable of doing work 
in a small way, as when it affects a 
photographic plate, and now it ap- 
pears from 
Prof. Lippmann's 
an- 


nouncement at the 
Academic des 


Sciences that it may also produce a 
heating effect. What does thia mean 


As yet we are not quite certain 


how to answer that question, but i 
may be said with safety that

Becquerel rays and the behavior o 
radium and its kindred element 
have seriously disturbed our com 
f ortable acquiescence in the two grea 
generalizations of modern thought- 


le conservation of energy and tb.« 
tomic theory. 
We have a piece of radium •which, 
or all time of its existence so far aa 
we can tell, has been emitting a 
tream of fragments—infinitely tiny, 
iut still appreciable. 
It has been 


alculated, with a show of accuracy, 
hat the rate of efflux is such that * 
>iece of radium loses one grain from 
every square inch of its surface in 
about ten thousand million years. 
The amount is not great, but still it 
is enough to make us ask anxiously 
where the constant supply of energy 
to shoot out this stream of fragment* 
comes from. 
Also, we have to ask 


what the inconceivably small frag- 
ments thus emitted can be—they am 
infinitely smaller 
than any hypo- 


thetical "atom" of Dalton'» theory. 
It has been thought that they may- 
represent the ultimate 
atoms 
of 


which all the so-called atoms of ous 
elements are built up—the "primor- 
dial matter" of the alchemist*, who 
were not far wrong (on thi» thtoxy) 
in holding that they could tranimut* 
lead into gold by some rttrra&g* 
ment of atoms. This i* mere spocu* 
lation, but our deepest thinker* »r« 
agreed that the extraordinary 
b*« 


havior of radium and its allied •!«•< 
ments, if we ever fully underitand 
it, will go far toward solving th« 
riddle of the painful earth. 


Even with fourteen deaths credited 


to hydrophobia in Chicago last year 
the lay public has its dog owners 
who scoff at the idea of rabies. Hys- 
terical fear of the disease is charged 
with these deaths, says the Chicago 
Tribune. For it is conceded even by 
the most active exploiters of the dan- 
gers of Tables that more of myth and 
superstition lingers about it than 
about the world of reptiles and the 
creeping things of the earth. 


Years ago the cry of "mnd dog" 


was worse in ite effects than the cry 
of fire in a packed theater. Since 
then science has determined that only 


'-tSffee'-snakes in ail North America 


have p'bisonc-ug stings; "ghosts," al- 
most by universal consent, have 


MYSTERIES 
OF RABIES 
UNSOLVED. 


3»en "laid;" the germ theory has de-1 
stroyed belief in many panaceas for 
many diseases; and yet there are 
more doubters oi the 
existence of 


hydrophobia today than there are dis- 
believers in the vaccination theory of 
Jenner. 


This doubt hft*> 
b&en inspired by 


the rarity of th« disease as compared 
with other afflictions known to man; 
hundreds of doctors have never seen 
a case of either real or simulated hy- 
drophobia, and the veteran Dr. Wil- 
liam Osier of the medical department 
of Johns Hopkins university has 
seen only two real cases. Yet every 
one has been.made familiar with the 
awfulness of the disease, while 
cource as popularly accounted for anci 


some of the absurdities of its treat- ] 
ment in years post have cast much 
doubt upon the whole condition. 


Superstition 
once laid the cause 


of the disease in dogs and wolves to 
the bito of the ordinary skunk, re- 
gardless of whether the skunk was 
affected by rabies or not. The "mad- 
stone" that some hunter had taken 
from the stomach of a deer, long be- 
fore, was on object of veneration and 
awe over half a state. Stories of how 
the stone would cling to the wound 
made by a dog's t*sth if the animal 
were mad, and how it would stick 
to the wound, till it was full of the 
virus, were to be read of nearly 
every week in state papers.. Milk 
was the one agent to take this green 


virus from the stone, after which thn 
stone might be applied again 
and 


again until the system was free of 
the poison. Further, there was the 
current belief that if a dog, not mod 
at .the time, should bite a person and 
afterward become the victim of hy- 
drophobia from any cause, the per- 
son bit even years before would suc- 
cumb to the disease. 


Separating superstition and folk 


lore from the truth, the medical fra- 
ternity has established the fact of 
rabies, or hydrophobia, In dogs and 
in other of the lower animals, and it 
has been made certain the disease is 
transmissible, to man from the bite: 
of any one of these affected animals. 
It is needless to say, however, that 


the theory of the madstone has been 
repudiated; also it is an absurdity 
that any after condition of a dog 
that has bitten a person can affect 
the condition, of its victim beyond the 
first results of the bito; and as for 
rabies being inherent in the bite of 
the skunk, that, too, has been mark- 
ed for dissolution. 


But that there are rabid skunks is 


a fact not to be doubted, and, report- 
ing to the Medical Record a number 
of years ago on the 
epidemic of 


skunk rabies in Texas, Dr. John H. 
Ja-n-eway,- of th* "United States army, 
even went so far as to admit the pos- 
sibility of the bite of a rabid skunk 
being more deadly than the bite of a 
rabid dog. 


In that year of hydrophobia among 


the skunk family of Texas Dr. Jane- 
way remarked that thousands of the 
little animals died from, the ravagss 
of the disease, but that the epidemic 
was expended of its force in one sea- 
son. 
Of the biting of persons by the 


creatures, he remarked the likelihood 
of it because of the large number of 
people living in tents in that section; 
at the same time, no example of fatal 
consequences from such bites came 
to his notice. 


"That more cases proportionately 


may result from the bite of a rabid 
skunk than from th« bite of a rabid 
dog or rabid wolf is probable, if not 
actually the case," he wrote. "An 
animal nocturnal in its habits, ge'n.- 


«r«lly timid, but armed with. » 
erful battery to resist any injury o* 
affront—one that will not bite until 
the secretion provided by nature i* 
exhausted—loses that secretion by 
the disease- It i» a well antheaiti- . 
cated fact that rabid skunks are en* 
tirely free from the odor so charac- 
teristic of these animals, whkh could 
not occur if the secretions were not 
exhausted; and, forgetting its nor- 
mal timidity, it will attack any per- 
son or animal it may come in con- 
tact with, biting the most exposed 
portions of the body—the nose, tht 
lobe of the ear, the thumb, or. tha 
fingers. Here is pxobably the reason 
why. theso bites of the rabid skunk

The materials needed are a piece of 
Ftout canvas or heavy denim, a yard and a 
half square, a wooden rod about an Inch 
thick and twenty-two Inches long (a small 
curtain polp will answer the purpose ad- 
mirably) and n tiair of stout suawl.straps. 


Hovr to Make th* Catcli-all. 


Cut a piece of cloth twenty-two Inches Ions 


nnd sixteen wide out of two adjoining cor 
rers. as shown In the Illustration. Round 
each of the corners ot toe cunvns silently 
nnd bind tbe edge with a heavy braid 
Then 


tbout eight Indies from the small end of the 
canvas stitch on a strip cut from one of Ilie 
extra1 pieces, tv/enty-two Inches Ions nnd 
two wide. leaving one end open to admit the 
pole. It Is better to stitch, tils several times 
as much of the strain comes upon this part' 
Tbe pole should run parallel to the shorter 
cr.d 
of the cnnvns. Slip this- pole Into the 


pocket thus formed for It and sew the cloth 
firmly at tue end, so that th* pole cannot slip 
out. Tlien screw the handle of your shawl 
straps to the middle of the pole so that the 
straps will come on the side of the canvas 
which you intend for tte outside. A very 
stunning one can lie made of brown canvas, 
bound with leather, with a monogram cut 
out of leather stitched on the end. Natural 
colored linen canvas, bound with, navy blue 
and with a navy blue monogram, also looks 
very well. 


When packing-this catch-all lay the things 


yon wish to put In It together, as neatly as 
possible, nt the wide end of tte canvas and 
right In the middle; fold the sides of the can- 
vas over'like flaps, and then roll your bundle 
up toward the pole, holding it firmly to- 
gether; fasten the straps as tightly as pos- 
sible.

I make au exception lu the matter ot( 
shoes. Get whatever sheen you need here. 
If you like a lightweight walking «hoe, 
dotft get a heavy on« Just because you art 
going abroad .and expect to walk a «r«at 
deal.

their reaction period, and to account 
for it. This plan in all forms and 
varieties has been very largely em- 
ployed by Prof. Kraepelin, whose in- 
vestigations have been so thorough 
and complete that they explain the 
somewhat contradictory results ob- 
tained by other observers, and have 
established on a thoroughly scientific 
tasis the direct influence of alcohol 
on the higher centers of the brain. 
The effect is that very speedily after 
taking the dose of alcohol the reac- 
tion time is shortened; but this 
shortening, that is to say, this ap- 
parent qtnckening of the cerebral act 
lasts only a few minutes, and then 
marked slowing sets in, and for the 
Test cf the time during which the 
alcohol acts, varying from two 
to 


four hours; according to the individ- 
ual, the cerebral activity is dimin- 
ished.. The diminution is shown by a 
noteworthy lengthening of the reac- 
tion period; in other words, it takes 
longer for a person who has -had a 
small quantity of alcohol to think.
